Early Reference to Compass 

The magnetic compass, friend of 
navigators when Columbus discov- 
ered America, was known at least 
as long ago as the Twelfth or Thir- 
teenth century, ‘says Nikola Tesla, 
noted physicist. He has a definite 
allusion to it in a poem by Guyot 
de Provins, a medieval French writ- 
er. Tesla disagrees with the con- 
clusion of the Berlin geographer, 
Heinrich Winter, that the compass 
was first used by Norse sea-wander- 
ers. He considers it more probable 
that the instrument was invented 
by either Chinese or Arabs. 


Great Herbal Emetic 

The great herbal emetic comes 
from ipecac, a tropical plant. The 
great herbal pain-killer is morphine, 
a derivative of the opium poppy; 
this is not grown in the United 
States. The herbal fever-fighter is 
quinine, from the cinechona tree 
which grows in Brazil and Asia. Of 
medically valuable plants, the Unit- 
ed States has extremely few, Per- 
hans the two best known are cas- 
cara sagrada bark from the Pacific 
coast and the leaves and burk of the 
common maya‘ Ye plant, which are 
used in the pre: cation ef laxatives.
